DR. GALLAWAY 
LAID TO REST 


Distinguished Legislator Died 


Sunday from Apo- 
plexy, 


Monroe, Ga., September 2.—(special.)— 
Monday afternoon at the First Metho- 
dist chureh o f this city occurred the 
last sad rites over the remains of Dr. 
Nathaniel L. Gallaway, the distinguished 
citizen and legislator, who passed away 
at his home in this city Sunday atter- 
noon from a stroke of appoplexy. 

The death of Dr. Gallaway, sudden and 
unexpected, came as a great shock to his 
relatives’ and friends in Walton and 
throughout Georgia. He was at the table 
eating dinner w ith his family Saturday 
when the stroke came. Physicians were 
immediately summoned, and everything 
possible done for the stricken man, but 
all of no avail.

The 
condition of these unfortunates, al- 
ways pitiable in the extreme, has been 
rendered much more acutely so by the 
enforcement of the anti-drug bill. 

Of late large number of ‘‘dops fiends” 
have been frequenting the drug stores 
ang hospitals, begging for drugs to 
Satiate their cravings for the accus- 
tomed stimulants. Grady hospital had 
been unable to render them aid. Ali- 
ready «he wards are filled to overflowing 
and can be found for their 
treatment. 

The hospital authorities thought of ap- 
portioning the cases among the medical

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MURDERER ESCAPED THE GALLOWS|QLD TOMBS TONE 


But Evidence Found After Forty-Two Years Would Have 
Hanged Him.

“Murder will out,’’ is an old saying that 
once was held infallible, but there are on 
record many famous crimes where perpetrat- 
ors have not been brought to justice. 
For every murder mystery, however, 
are many times as many convictions in such

This is to be the story of an Indiana mur- 
der, committed in 18665, in which the murder 
was acquitted by a jury, and which acquit- 
tal is now shown to have been a miscarriage 
of justice by the finding of a long-sought bit 
of evidence that would have insured @ con- 
vietlon could it have been found at the time. 
Thus, after 42 years, murder comes out. 

The murderer is long since dead, @nd all 
immediately connected with the case have 
passed away, so that the disclusure of the 
most important bit of evidence in the case 
at this time will only serve to demonstrate 
that courts sometime err, even in the most 


serious cases. 

The story of the tragedy at the old Witt 
Tavern at Brookville in 1865 may be remem- 
bered by some of the oldest residents of that 
section, but its recent sequel is here made 
public for the first time. 

When General Wayne s0 completely defeat- 
ed the Indians in 1794 that Little Turtle was 
able to bring all the hostile warriors in to 
sign a treaty, the old story of progressive ad- 
vance by the superior race was repeated and 


the ‘‘boundeary line’’ was fixed on a line ex- 
tending from the mouth of the Kentucky 
river to Ft. Recovery. This Indian boundary 
ran about two miles west of Brookville, and 
when the red men threatened further trouble, 
10 years later, an army post was established 
at ‘“‘Boundary Hill,’’ and the trail up the 
river to Fort Recovery. This Indian boundary 
opened as a military measure. That trail 
goon became the principal iniet into the new 
territory, and a stone tavern was built where 
the traveler firat reached the village of Brook- 
ville. 

Later, with the growth of Brookxille, the 
tavern was enlarged by a iong wing. Then 
came the canal, and as the harbor, or basin, 
was near the old tevern waxed mightily in 


place for the pioneer politicians and other 
leaders in the affairs of the new state. 

In fact, it is said that the caucus at which 
William Henry Harrison was first definitely 
decided upon as a candidate for president 
was held in the low-celled hostelry. 

But, about the time of the civil war, the 
canal washed out, never to be rebuilt, and a 
gailroad was built up the old towpath, largely 
with the aid of the old-time construction 
‘‘navies.’’ 

Many of these railroad builders were ieft 
when the road was finished, the old canai 
people were stranded, and a certain class of 
camp followers from the war flocked in. Such 
was the element that made its headquarters 
around the ‘‘old Witt Tavern’’ in the years 
at the close of the war, while the respectable 
class followed the new railroad station to 


the Valleyhouse. 

The last proprietor of the tavern was Her- 
mann Groetwald, who had a young and pret- 
ty wife, of whom he was msanely jealous. 

One night, in 1866, there was a barroom 
ball given at the Witt Tavern. 

The fair but fickle Mrs. Groetwald never 
looked prettier and never danced better, ac- 
cording to the old story of the aefiair. And 
as his wife's apirits increased and the ball

reached its height, Groetwald’s jealousy be- 
came an insane passion. 

In those days liquor flowed freely, for many 
were just home from the war and not yet 
ready to settle down to the quiet life of 
farmers. In addition, the rough and coarse 
railroad gang made up a large part of the 
crowd of revelers that filled the tavern. 

With such a crowd a general melee came 
as a natural climax. The fight is said to have 
started over the unusual attention that Mrs. 
Groetwald had paid to one John Wilhelm. 
When Groetwald resented this he was shot 
down, a bullet passing through his body, and 
a stranger was felled by a blow which frac- 
tured his skull. The tragedy sobered the 
senses of a majority of the revelers, and the 
tavern was immediately Geserted. 

Such occurrences were frequent in that day, 
and the crime stirred no great sensation. 
However, the authorities made an effort to 
solve the mystery of the murder. 

Wilhelm was arrested because he was known 
to have paid marked attention to the wo- 
man. His companion, William Schrank, was 
also indicted for murder, but there was no 
strong evidence against him. His case seemed 
to be one of having chosen a bad companion. 

Finally the case was brought to trial. The 
prosecution had great difficulty in making a 
case against Wilhelm, as most of the wit- 
nesses wére too drunk at the time of the 
tragedy to know what really did happen. 
However, the testimony against Wilhelm was 
strong and there was a general feeling among 
the better citizens of Franklin county that 
he was guilty of the crime. 

As their last resort the attorneys for Wil- 
helm challenged the state to produce the 
weapon with which Groetwald had been shot 
down. 

Wilhelm was known to have possessed a big 
Colt’s revolver, and the state had obtained 
the number of the weapon at the store where 
it was purchased, but it could not be found. 
The number of the revolver was ‘“79088.’' For 
days the tavern, the place where Wilhelm 
roomed, and all the ground where it was 
thought the revolver might have been hidden 
were searched, but the missing link in the 
evidence could not be brought forth. 

With thts bit of evidence lacking the state 
was unable to secure a conviction. The jury 
disagreed and Wilthel mand Schrank were fi- 
nally relased. 

Recently, in digging a trench for a water- 
the 
which probably would 
have sent Wilhelm, at least, to the gallows 
or a life term in prison, was unearthed by 
workmen. At first it was regarded merely as 
a curiosity, the supposition being that some 
soldier had lost it shortly after returning from 
the war. Then an older citizen recalled the 
tragedy at the Witt Tavern and the weapon 
was placed in the hands of Coroner G. Henri 
Bogart, of Franklin councy. 

Coroner Bogart went to the court 
and, after searching through the musty rec- 
ords for some time, finatly ascertained that 
the revolver was really the one with which 
the murder is said to have been committed. 
The number on the weapon, ‘70008,"' and tits 
description, tallies exactly with the number 
and description of the revolver as found in 
the record of the trial.

Dallas, Tex., September 3.—An inter- 
esting stone relic has been unearthed 
at Eschita, Okla. While excavating on 
a railroad right-of-way a party of 
scraper-drivers unearthed a historic 
tombstone that appears to have been 
set in a graveyard that once existed 
there. The face of the stone is carved 
into a diamond shape. There is a gran- 
ite base, to which is cemented a trian- 
gular marble, with the vortex pointing 
upward. The base is about ten inches 
high, six inches wide and three feet 
square, the diamond outline of the en- 
tire place being affected by a triangu- 
lar composition of cement and adaman- 
tine substance, attached to the bottom 
of the granite and holding the entire 
piece in its upright position. 

On the front of the marble slab is an 
inscription, printed in Spanish, that hag 
become indecipherable from age. Attbove 
the inscription is the name of “Don 
Juan Valerz, El Padre, Madrid, Senor 
de le Bonito Senorito.”’ Beneath the 
inscription is the date, 1542.” 

The tombstone was discovered about 
ten feet beneath the earth's surface 
and has been taken to Fort Worth for 
safekeeping by the railroad -company. 
It is Known that the Spaniards were in 
this part of the country in the year 
recorded on this monument, and the 
name and inscription indicate that the 
deceased was more than an ordinary 
personage.

WIFE MEETS HIS. AFFINITY 


And Then Consents for Husband to

New York, September 3.—A remarka- 
ble story of a change in the marita! 
relations of Ferdinand P. Earle, an 
artist and son of the late General Fer- 
dinand P. Earle, the hotel man, is 
published today, apparently on the au- 
thority of Mr. Earle himself. 

The arrangement which Mr. Earle 
says has been decided upon included 
the return to France of his wife, 
where it is planned she is to secure 
a divorce and, this accomplished, the 
wedding is to occur of Mr. Earle and 
a young woman whose name is with- 
held, but who already is living with 
her brother in Mr. Earle’s country 
home near Monroe, Orange county, N. 
Y. A young son is to accompany the 
wife who is to be sent away to 
France. The arrangement, strange to 
savy, is apparently acquiesced in by all 
the persons involved. — 

New Love Sees Wife Depart. 

A part of the arrangement car- 
ried out today when the wife and child 
are to board the steamer Ryndall, 
which will sail tomorrow for Europe. 
Earle and the woman he is to marry 
will accompany the wife to the steam- 
er to see her off. 

Farle in a lengthy published inter- 
view says that he is acting on his con- 
victions, and maintains that his 
scheme of life is one designed to se- 
cure happiness. He also says he is a 
socialist, but that his determination to 
part with his wife and wed another 
woman under conditions of mutual 
agreement was not evolved fron. the 
teachings of socialism, but from his 
own conception of a man’s duty to 
himself. He is not a believer in free 
love but in the freedom of love when 
its dictates run counter to the formal 
precepts laid down by society. 

Wife Was Dear to Him. 

Earle admits that his wife, a French 
woman whom he married ten years 
ago, was very dear to him, but that 
eventually something began to arise 
between them which. he cannot ex- 
plain. This state of affairs grew con- 
tinuously. A few months ago, while 
traveling in Icurope, he met the young 
woman whom he plans to make his 
wife. Like himself he says she was a 
socialist and held the same views he 
did as to the happiness of wedded life. 
They became attached and _ realized 
that their marriage had been  fore- 
ordained before their births. When 
this knowledge came to him, he says 
he went to his wife's father in France, 
told him the situation, and the father, 
seeing the point of view, a lawver was 
called in and a alivorce arranged. 

His Affinity With Wife. 

Then he came home, told his wife. 
and persuaded her that it was for the 
best. Then the woman who was his 
real affinity, he says, came to his home 
and met his wife. Her mother came 
with her, and later her brother, and 
all have since lived in harmony under 
the same roof, according to the artist's 
story. 

Earle insisted on calling his wife, a 
dainty little woman, slim and _ pale, 
who confirmed his story.

It Is Probable That the Cases From 
North Carolina Will Be Argued 
in October—Nearly All the 
Phases of Rate Question 
Involved in These 
Cases.

Washington, September 3.—There is no 
question of greater importance to the 
public generally to be considfred in 
Washington this winter than that of 
the right of a state to regulate railway 
rates within its borders, which will be 
argued before the supreme court of the 
United States in the severa] cases from 
North Carolina that have been so con- 
spicuously in the public eye during the 
past few months. There are three of 
these Carolina cases, two involving the 
question of jurisdiction and another 


| challenging the reasonableness of the re- 
duced passenger and freight rates order- 


ed in effect by the state legislature, 
which the Southern railway declares 
confiscates its property in violation of 
rights guaranteed by the federal con- 
Stitution. 


The jurisdiction cases, both of which 
are "similar in principle, will, it is ex- 
pected, reach the supreme court of the 
United States for argument by the time 
that body meets here’ the second week 
in October, and a motion will be made 
at once to advance the Status of these 
caseS On the docket for argument, 

Early Hearing Likely. 

Inasmuch as counsel] for the railroad 
have announced that they will join with 
attorneys for the state in the applica- 
tlon for an early consideratjon of the 
Case there is reason to believe that the 
court will, by reason of the importance 
of the issues involved, grant the motion 
to have an early hearing. 

It is understood that the jurisdiction 
case from the United States circuit court 
is already on its Way here. This is the 
habeas corpus proceedings, wherein 
Judge Pritchard released agents of the 
Southern railway who were Sentenced to 
imprisonment by state authorities for 
violation of the penalty Clause of the 
new rate law. The state made the ap- 
peal in this case, and as it involves a 
constitutional question it wil] come direct 
from Judge Pritchard to the supreme 
court of the United States. The other 
case, involving the question of jurisdic- 
tion, is now pending in the Supreme 
court of North Carolina, where it was 
appealed by the Southern. This is the 
action in which State Superior Court 
Judge Long imposed a fine of $30,000 
on the Southern for violation of the leg- 
istative enactment reducing fares. Thig 
case, which it is expected will be ad- 
vanced for argument in the highest Nortn 
Carolina tribunal, should, if it does not 
Prove too perplexing te the members 
of that court, read the United Siates 
Supreme court in time for presentation 
the latter part of October. 


The Right to Regulate. 

_ While both of these cases involve an 
Important principle and will be elabo- 
rately argued py some of the ablest law- 
yers in the country, they do not so vital- 
ly affect the question of the right of a 
State to regulate rates as does the orig- 
inal injunction case, in which Judge 
Pritchard’s action restraining the opera- 
tion of a state law ig challenged. Con- 
fiscation in violation of property rights 
guaranteed by the federal] constitution 
is alleged by the railroad in this ease, 
and upon the decision to be rendered by 
the supreme court of the United States 
rests to a large degree the fate of the 
reduced railway rates, which have been 
ordered in effect in Georgia, Alabama. 
Virginia and numerous other states of 
the union. [t will hardly be possible 
for this ease to reach the supreme court 
here until the early part of the new 
ycar. 

Standing Master Montgomery, who 
was designated by Judge Pritchard to 
take evidence upon the matter of the 
reasonableness of the newly enacted 
North Carolina rates, was requested to 
have his report ready for consideration 
by the court by September 25. This will 
hardly be possible by reason of the un- 
avoidable delays in beginning the hear- 
ing. October I5 is now believed to be 
he earliest date for submission on the 
standing master’s report. Auditor Plant, 
of the Southern, has been on the wit- 
ness stand five consecutive days, and his 
examination is not:-over by any means. 
The Southern has a numbér of other wit- 
nesses to offer, while the state has not 
been able to make a move for the pres- 
entation of its case. 


What Pritchard Saya, 

Judge Pritchard has said that he will 
dispose of this case without any unnec- 
essary delay, and has indicated that he 
will be able to pass upon the facts and 
questions involved by the first of the 
year. As in the jurisdiction cases a mo- 
tion will be made Jo advance the injunc- 
tion case for an early hearing. 

The supreme court frequently advances 
cases of importance like these for hear- 
ing, but that does not imply hurry in 
the determination of an action. The 
North Carolina-South Dakota bond case, 
which involved the right of one state 
to sue another for the collection of ob- 
ligations largely in the hands of indi- 
viduals, was advanced for argument, but 
the supreme court of the United States 
held that important case under consider- 
ation for nearly two years before reach- 
ing a decision. The Selma connection 
case is another one in point. Here the 
issue was the right of a railway com- 
mission to require a railroad to put on 
an extra train to make a connection for 
the accommodation of the public. Al- 
though the decision of the court was 
unanimous in this case, it was under 
consideration for a year after argument 
had been submitted. It does not follow, 
therefore, that an early decision may 
be expected in this case by reason of the 
fact that it may be advanced for argu- 
ment.

It was not able to 
Stand the hot sun, and has wilted, and 
dried out, so that it bas not been able 
to furnish nourishment to the limbs and 
the bolls. Some sections have showu 
rust, and a number have lost heavily 
by the boll worm. Much of the crop 
is opening prematurely, east Alabama 
suffering much in this way. The average 
is between 70 and 75, which, if main- 
tained, wili not give the state an out- 
put of a million bales, while the nor- 
mal is a million and a quarter. Taken, 
as a whole, not only for Alabama, but 
much of the entire section, President 
Seymour thinks the crop outlook is 
gloomy. The crop is so late that it is 
dealing with weather too hot for its 
maturity. In other words, the crop is 
at, say August !0 trying to meet 
weather at September |. It is likely to 
fall short of Jack Frost, is not rather 
behind time for the season.

State Law and Federal Injunction. | 


In discussing the refusal of Judge 
Shelby to issue an order restraining 
the application of reduced passenger 
rates decreed by the railway commis- 
sion of this state, Vice President A. 
R. Lawton, of the Central of Georgia 
Railway company, voicing the opin- 
ior of the system he represents, ex- 
presses the conviction that the rul- 
i:gs of the commission are unconsti- 
tutional. | 

“A violation of the law, both state 
ard federal, is the phrase with which 
Le characterizes the rulings unsatis- 
factory to the Central, and it was to 
“uphold the law” that the Central, in 
advance of a judicial review of the 
law, sought in vain to stay its execu- 
thon by injunction proceedings. 

There is a possibility, of course, 
that the new tariffs of the commis- 
sion in Georgia, as_in other states, 
may be unjust to some of the rail- 
reads, but they were well and care- 
fully considered previous to anact- 
ment and that fact has yet,to be le- 
gally established. 

The only manner in which the ques- 
tron can be satisfactorily determined 
to all parties interested is by judicial 
review whieh shall settle the exact 
status of these Jaws and orders under 
state and federal constitutions, with- 
out temporarily setting them aside 
upon the ex parte declaration of the 
complainant, 

Previous to such adjudication they 
are as much the law of the land, as 
exalted in dignity and binding in 
furce, as any statute in the civil or 
criminal code of the state and nation. 
Tbe presumption is in favor of the 
constitutionality of the laws until the 
ccurt has otherwise decided. 

An effort to nullify their effective- 

ress by injunction or other legal pro- 
ceedings, is as illogical as would be 
the action of a saloon keeper in seek- 
ing, by legal restraint proceedings, to 
perpetuafe his business under’ the 
gvatuitous personal assumption that 
the prohibition law, recently enacted, 
contravened the state constitution. 
In brief, such a practice, carried to 
iis inevitable finality, would consti- 
tute each citizen an interpreter of the 
law as it came from legislative bodies, 
0, bodies with delegated authority. 
{t is not difficult to imagine the 
chaos and the paralysis of legislative 
and administrative functions, which 
would follow the encouragement or 
the toleration of such a construction 
of individual or corporate rights and 
privileges. 

The length and breadth of the 
courts offer ample protection to the 
in honest 
dceubt of the justice or constitution- 
ality of any given measure. Indeed, 
ore of the complaints of the past has 
been the facilities for obstruction 
and delay which the law, in its devi- 
ous turnings and technicalities has 
offered the patron of the courts whose 
finances enabled him to retain coun- 
sel skilled in such maneuvers. 
Personal doubt of the justice or 
constitutionality of a law does not im- 
peach that justice or constitutionality 
any more than it justifies an attempt 
at. evasion or defeat based on that 
dcubt. 

The court and not the party af- 
fected is the proper arbiter in such 
a case. It ts to the interest of the 
railroads to concede this plain prin- 
ciple, as it is to the interest of the 
peblic and the preservation of their 
reepect for the dignity of the law 
itself, 

As for Vice President Lawton’s plea 
that “it is just as unlawful to make 
uS carry passengers at a confiscatory 
rate while we are carrying litigation 
io a fina] conclusion as it is to do it 
permanently,” it may not be out of 
place to recall Judge Shelby’s criti- 
c:sm of the Central’s neglect, though 
afforded several weeks’ opportunity, 
ia carry litigation “to a final con- 
clusion.”

Fair Price for South’s Great Crop. 

The eyes of the southern cotton 
farmer, banker and business man, 
whose interests are so closely inter- 
woven as to be inseparable, are turn- 
vd with anxious gaze toward Little 
Rock, Arkansas, where the national 
convention of the Farmers’ Union is 
aLout to undertake the important 
tack of fixing a minimum price for the 
backbone staple of the south for the 
season just opened. 

Whatever the exact figure ultimate- 
ly determined upon by the convention, 
al} reliable indications point to a new 
highwater mark, so far as a conti- 
nuity of price throughout the selling 
season is concerned, 

Shortages of yield in more than 
one cotton-producing state and infe- 
rior condition of the staple in others, 
combined with the increased demands 
oi consumption, conspire to place a 
valuation upon cotton during the sea- 
sen of 1907-8, which should mean not 
ouly a maintenance of the present 
prosperity of the south, but a quicken- 
ing of activity in every branch of its 
industries. 

This consummation is, of course, 
contingent on a continuation of the 
cooperation and close loyalty which 
have marked the previous history of 
the Farmers’ Union. 

The prospects now opening before 
the southern farmer and his obliga- 
tion in the premises cannot be ex- 
pressed more clearly than in the fol- 
lowing statement from President D. 
J. Neill, of the Texas division: 

Our membership is educated and 
trained, our organization is more com- 
plete and reliable, our means of com- 
munication is quicker and more ef- 
fective. 

In fact, everything is propitious in 
our favor, and we have to only act as 
one man to win a decisive victory. 

It will not be the fault of the offi- 
cers of the organization, or the ma- 
chinery they have constructed with 
close attention to detail and the in- 
dispensable quality of foresight, if the 
members of the union fail to receive 
a just return for the product of their 
labor. 

It is essential, however, that the 
individua] farmer realize his pecrson- 
a! responsibility in maturing the 
plans of the organization and his 
accountability to his fellow members. 

He must view the instructions is- 
sued and the scheme of campaign 
which may be agreed upon, as though 
they were delivered to or framed for 
him in person. He must steadfastly 
resist the temptation to seize a selfish 
2dvantage at any stage of the sea- 
sun, soothing his conscience with the 
sophistry that his neighbor will neu- 
tralize the shortcoming by a fidelity 
of finer discrimination. 

As President Neill states, “we have 
only to act as ONE MAN to win a 
decisive victory.”” Any other course 
of action will operate either to nul- 
lify the plans of the organization or 
to seriously impair their achievement. 

The Constitution believes that the 
scuth, by reason of circumstances 
surrounding the marketing of its 
basic crop and other industrial con- 
ditions, is on the threshold of a year 
which will set a new record in the 
line of prosperity and material ac- 
complishment. 

The major portion of the opportun- 
ity and, therefore, the responsibility, 
is held. out to the man behind the 
plow. 

We are confident he will be equal 
to the one and effectively conscious 
of the other.

If one were to judge of Raisulj by the 
light of European opinion at this mo- 
ment one would have to think of him 
(as four or five years ago we were 
taught to think of Musolino the Cala- 
brian brigand) merely as a bad example 
of bloody and atrocious’ criminality, 
made amusing by madness, grotesque 
by fanaticism, riaiculous by vanity, re- 
volting by atrocity, and dangerous by 
cunning. But to understand a man like 
Raisulj you must go down deep into the 
conditions which produced him. The ut- 
most I can do is to protest with all the 
vehemence of my soul against the as- 
sumption that Haisuli is the monster 
of inquity that has taken shape in the 


European mind. 
In doing so, I ask you to read again 


Raisuli’s story as the Daily Mail has 
printed it, together with the Known 
facts of Moroccan history, and in the 
light of the events of the past fifteen 
years. Deduct from this story that part 
of it which betrays the fact that the 
outlaw is sometimes fighting for his own 
hand, and there is enough left to prove 
that Raisuli does not belong (as the 
European nations appear to suppose) to 
that class of criminals whose Offenses 
have an intimate relation to fraud am 
robbery, whose crimes are perpetrated 
out of a lust of blod or from pure animal 
ferocity; but to the far higher and rarer 


class of men whose opposition to the es- 
tablished order is compounded of moral 
and religious impulses, corrupted, per- 
haps, but deep and _ sincere. In short, 
Raisuli’s story and the truth of Moroc: 
can misgovernment taken together show 
plainly that (as seen by himself at 4ll 
events) the outlaw is an arm and weap- 
on of justice, and that ‘his crimes are 
committed to avenge the oppessed and 
uplift the downtrodden. 
A Great Fanatic. 

Such men in history and in literature, 
when rightly understood, become. tne 
most moving and impressive of human 
figures. Karl Moor, Rob Roy, Monte 
Cristo, Garibaldi, David Lazzarelti—the 
avengers, the protectors, the deliverers 
the liberators, the prophets of the poor, 
Raisuli’s story is that of néarly every 
great fanatic the world has yet seen. 
Self-deceived he may be, with a con- 
Science that has acquired a kind of moral 
squint. Cruel he may have become, and 
even ferocious and almost hateful, but 
all the same it is impossible to watcn 
the development of the man’s soul with- 
out sympathy. Beginning with a sense 
of intolerable wrong, it goes on trom 
frantic act to act with a fervor which 
cannot keep itself alive on a desire tor 
personal vengeance alone. Enlarging its 
Sphere, it takes under the vast wings of 
its protection the cause of humanity it- 
self. First, the innocent man robbed and 
cast into prison by the officials of an 
unscrupulous tyranny; then the victim 
calling aloud on Allah in his dark cell 
for freedom that he May execute his 
vengeance on his enemies: then the es- 
caped prisoner going through the land 
like a terror that walks in darkness and 
Striking down tyrants as if by the invis- 
ible wing of a destroying angel. The 
brigand becomes more and mone terrific 
as one by one his enemies fal] before 
him. He has no misgiving about tue 
vengeance he executes upon them. for 
his crimes are not crimes, because they 
are commissioned by Allah. He is the 
emissary of the most high, going abouc 
as the arm of justice. 

Having reached this stage Raisuli is 
a figure round which legends begin to 
gather. Incredible stories are told of his 
physical prowess, of his persona] beauty, 
of his tenderness, his humor, pathos and 
charm. A certain atmosphere of melan- 
choly gathers about the outlaw and lifts 
him into the region of poetry and ro- 
mance. The final development is reach- 
ed when Raisuli begins to be accredited 
with supernatural assistance. Why is 
it that the armies of the Sultan cannot 
capture him? Because Allah is guarding 
his own. How did he escape from pris- 
on? By the help of saints and angels 
It may be all very crude and fantastic, 
and almost grotesque and vulgar, but it 
has a creepy resemblance to certain 
great incidents in history and biography 
which mankind does not laugh at any 
longer, but talks of with bated breath. 

The End That Awaits Him. 

The readers of The Daily Mail are now 
aware that I was not wrong when I said 
that Raisuli captured my friend, Mr. 
Perdicaris, with Mr. Varley solely in 
his despair of obtaining redress for him- 
self and his people against the wicked 
corruption of the Moorish officials. In 
his own eye (and I confess in mine) he 
was then a champion, not only of jus- 
tice, but of peace. He knew that as 
a rebel and as a mahdi he could only 
overthrow the infamous government of 
the sultan by one of two means— a pro- 
longed and bloody war or an @ppeal to 
the power of the civilized nations of Bu- 
rope and America. He chose the latter, 
and he was partly justified by the re- 
sults.

Danger in Narcotic Drug Law. 

Editor Constitution: As a practicing 
physician, I desire, through your co:- 
umns, to call the attention of the people 
of Georgia to the complicated and dire- 
ful consequences of the recent act of 
the legislature, known as the “anti- 
narcotic law.’’ 

I doubt not but that the author of the 
measure meant well, but the unfortunate 
sufferers from the enforcement of this 
law are more deserving of pity than 
punishment. It is well known to all 
thoughtful physicians that the great ma- 
jority of all habitual users of opiates 
are born degenerates, either physically 
or mentally. As well withhold food from 
a starving man as to suddenly deprive 
an habitual user of opium of his drug; 
in fact, the horrible sufferings of the 
latter are worse than death. 

The conscientious and humanitarian 
physician is placed in a most embarrass- 
ing and annoying position, under the 
provisions of this law. The act states 
that the physician shall not prescribe 
or furnish narcotic drugs to any habitual 
user, unless he or she is under his pro- 
fessional care, and it must then be done 
in good faith, and not furnished or pre- 
scribed for the purpose of evading the 
provisions of the act. Hence, any phy- 
sicilan, no matter how humane his mo- 
tives, who prescribes or furnishes nar- 
cotics to one of these poor unfortunates, 
ig guilty of a misdemeanor, and subject 
to legal punishment accordingly.

CET BOOMERANG = 


Fight on Rates to Be Met 
With Statement of Arbitrat ors, 


NEAT PLAN TO CHECK MADE 


When Roads Enter Federal Cour? 
and Swear They Cannot Make 
Reasonable Return on In- 
vestments They Will Be 
Met With Their Sworn 
Statement of Valua- 
tion, 


It is a poor rule that won’t work 
both ways, and when the railroads of 
the state go into the federal courts te 
fight the lowered passenger rate cirou- 
lar on the grounds that it will not al- 
low them to make a fair return upon 
their investments ‘they will be met with 
the sworn statements of their arbitra- 
tors as to what the property is really 
worth. 


There has all along been a wide di- 
vergence between the value of a rail- 
road as returned to the comptroller gen- 
eral for taxation and the valuation 
Placed upon the road when the matter 
of freight and passenger rates was up 
for consideration before the commission, 

Under the recently enacted Alexander 
law the arbitrator for the railroad and 
the umpire, who makes the award, swear 
that the value fixed is the true value 
of the property, according to their best 
knowledge and belief. 

The Atlantic Coast Line is the first 
road to be arbitrated under this law, 
and Umpire Miller appraised its true 
Value at $15,571,000 for all of its prop- 
erty. 

Judge Samuel B. Adams, of Savannah, 
attorney for the road, joined with Judge 
Miller, and, under oath, affixed his sig- 
nature that this was a true valuation 
of the road. No more, no less. 

According to the Alexanler law these 
appraisements are for the true market 
values, and not for any proportionate 
valuation. 

Now, when the case comes up in court 
it is proposed for the state to produce 
this sworn valuation and to show how 
the Atlantic Coast Line can make a falr 
return upon its investments by selling 
tickets at 2 I-4 cents a mile when the 
road is not worth more than $15,571,- 
000. In the same manner the other ar- 
bitration figures are to be used after 
they are adjusted. 

It will be interesting ‘to. note 
what the awards in the matter of the 
Central, which is arbitrated today, the 
Southern, the Alabama Great Souwthern 
ana the Seaboard Air Line, to be ar- 
bitrated, will be. 

The Central returned its property, in 
round figures, at $16,000,000, and it 
was assessed by the comptroller general 
at $26,000,000. The Southern was re- 
turned at $14,000,000, and assessed at 
$26,000,000, while the Seaboard Air Line 
was returned at $10,000,000 and assess- 
ed at $16,50,000. 

“We will either get more taxes from 
the railroads or they can’t force out 
these reduced passenger rates,’’ is the 
way Comptroller Wright commented 
upon the proposed procedure. 

As one of the capitol officfals  ex- 
pressed it: ‘“‘We've got the railroads a 
comin’ and a gwine. If they jump up 
it means more taxes; if they jump 
back it means lower fares.”’

WEATHER RUNS GAMUT 


FROM HEAT TO CHILLNESS 


Wind Blew at Rate of Forty-Seven Miles an Hour, and 
the Rain Came Down in 
Torrents. 


+ 
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Wind blowing at the rate of forty- 
seven niiles an hour, followed by a 
drenching rain which fell to the depth 
of a half inch in thirty minutes, while 
the thermometer dropped sixteen de- 
grees in a third of the time, visited At- 
lanta shortly after noon yesterday and 
cooled the parched streets and gave that 
relief so earnestiy desired for the past 
five days. 

In addition to dampening the thor- 
@ughfares of the city and surrounding 
country, the ardor of the Atlanta sure- 
to-win-the-pennant fans suffered by 
reason of the called-off games. 

The street car system of the city was 
tied up for twerty minutes, but luckily 
this came just at a time when it was 
least felt. 

The gale, that sent tons of dust scur- 
rying up the strects in the heart of the 
city, made every street corner a place 
to be despised by thinly gowned women. 

Way up on top of the Empire building 
that dainty littl, instrument which is 
sensitive enough to record a_ hearly 
sneeze on the first floor was sent whirl- 
ing around like a flutter mill in a giant 
waterfall. As the wind increased in 
velocity it looked like a blurr and it 
was then that the high record of forty- 
geven miles an hour was recorded. This 
gale only lasted, however, for five min- 
utes, when it slackened to forty miles 
an hour and so on down until ten min- 
utes after the rain began to fall. 

But up to the rainfall the strects were 
blinding with flying particles of dust; 
umbrellas were turned wrong side out 
and hats were scurrying everywhere. 

Wind Was Terrific. 

Ladies passing open courts and espe- 
cially. in the neighborhood of the En- 
giish-American and Candler buildings 
were almost swept off their feet by the 


violence of the wind. There was a mad 
rush for the street cars, as the hour 


| was that of lunch time and shoppers 


were anxious to reach home before the 
downpour. 

Prior to the rainfal] the weather was 
close and oppressively warm. The hu- 
midity was intehMse and the mercury 
registered 89 in the shade, for it had 
been cloudy nearly all day. 

With a final gust that would sweep 
the entire city of its feet, the heighth 
of the wind storm was reached and it 
was followed by scattered drops of 
rain. These were followed by. more 
and larger until in a twinkling rain was 
pouring down. It came in sheets, shams 
and pillow cases. It rained so hard 
that umbrellas were ripped by the 
weight of the water; faces were not 


recognizable across the street. 
The gutters of houses were overflowed 


and soon rivers began to run down the 
street curb. 

The thermometer dropped _ rapidly 
and in less than ten minutes the tem- 
perature had gone down to 73, a sheer 
fall of 16 degrees. As the rain con- 
tinued lightning began to flash out and 
an electrical storm set in. 

Shortly before 2 o’clock the lightning 
bolts began to strike the great trolley 
feed wires coming into the city from 
Bull Sluice; these got into the trans- 
formers and cut off power. 

It was remedied in twenty minutes 
and the cars started up again. By this 
time the rain storm was over and At- 
lanta, ccoled and refreshed, trollied 
back to work. 

A prominent cotton broker said: 

“This rain, if it was genera] at all, 
was worth $200,000 to the cotton plant- 
ers of the state, It was glorious and 
we needed it.” 

The forecast is for more showers to- 
day. 
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PROTESTS ARE FILED 
AGAINST LOWER RATES 


Railroads in Submitting Tariff Sheets Object to Lower 
Passenger Rates in Georgia—No Action 
by Two Railroads. 


Protests against the reduced passen- 
ger rates accompanied the tariff sheets 
under the reduction, as filed by the 
Southern, the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, the Western and Atlantic, and 
the Central of Georgia, with the rail- 
road commission yesterday morning. 
The Seaboard Air Line railroad also 
filed with the commission a copy of 
its revised tariffs without the notice 
of a protest, but with the statement, 
“Hlere are the rates we are going to 
try for a while.” “ 

Following these protests, previously 
predicted, it is expected that each of 
these railroads will now file bills in 
the courts to test the justness and the 
fairness of the same. 

With the exception of the Atlanta 
and West Point and the Georgia rail- 
roads, all of the big roads in the state 
which were forced to reduce their pas- 
senger fares have filed formal protests 
with the commission contesting their 


justness. 
Just what the two roads that have 


not as yet been heard from will do is 
still a matter of conjecture. 

Those in a position to know state 
that there is nothing else for them to 
do but file a notice of a contest and 
proceed to court. It is believed, how- 
ever, that these roads are awaiting the 
outcome of the suits already insti- 
tuted by the Central of Georgia before 
Judge Shelby, of Alabama, and that of 
the Atlantic Coast Line before Judge 
Newman, in Atlanta. 

Upon the decisions reached in these 
courts the future of railroad rate liti- 
gation will depend. 

Inasmuch as all of the roads in the 
state have complied with’ the letter of 
the law in so far as putting the re- 
duced rates into effect is concerned, 
the commission is satisfied with its 
work. The order has now become a 
law and it is up to the governor to 
enforce it. The commission is receiv- 
ing and acknowledging the protests, 
which are in due time referred to the 
governor by Chairman McClendon; but 
no other action is being taken on 
them,

B., ‘McGaughey was made 
temporary chairman, and he thanked 
them for the “unexpected honor.” 

W. W. Gaines was elected permanent 
without oppesition. 

Alex W. Stephens, in seconding the 
nomination of Mr. Gaines, said he had 
desired the honor of being chairman, 
but was told that he would be met with 
the prohibition issue and would be de- 
feated. He said he had opposed the state 
prohibition law because he believed it 
‘was too severe and drastic, but he wag 
honest and sincere in what he did. He 
did not think such an issue should have 
anything to do with the work of the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

For vice chairman there were two nom- 
inations, R. J. Shropshire and Alex W. 
Stephens. Mr. Stephens desired to with- 
draw his name, but was not allowed to 
do g0. The vote stood: Stephens 15, 
Shropshire Il. 

Chairman Outlines Policy. 


In taking the chair, Mr. Gaines made 
the following remarks: 

Gentlem@n of the Committee: I thank you 
for the honor you have paid mein making me 
your chairman. I promise to discharge the 
duties faithfullly to the best of my ability. I 
ask your sympathy and cooperation. 

Ours is an important committee. Under 
our local system of government it virtually 
has control of city elections. It determines 
the time, manner and places of elections. 
Whether our elections be fair and honest or 
unfair and dishonest rests with this commit- 
tee. I know that we shall perform our du- 
ties conscienciously and to the satisfaction 
of the public. 

Perhaps, as chairman, I may be permitted 
to make a few observations as to some 
things which I think we ought to do and 
ought not to do.

I think this 
committee is commissioned and charged with 
the duty of carrying out those principles to 
the utmost of its ability, else the taking of 
the expression was a mere mockery. There 
have been chairmen of executive committees 
in the past who have been able to stifle the 
will of the people thus similarly taken. This 
chairman, and I believe this committee, de- 
Sires to serve the people and to carry out 
its desires. 

Apd another thing. As for me I do not 
think it right for us to hold elections in mid- 
summer. There are many reasons against 
a midsummer election and no good reason 
for it. It is a hardship on the candidates to 
be forced to make their campaigns, which 
always last several months, in the heated 
term. And it is unafir to the public to have 
an election at this time. A great many of 
our people are away, people who desire to 
have a part in the election and have a right 
to have a part in it. A midsummer election 
has the effect of disfranchising them. Until 
the last year 6r two our city primaries have 
been held in October. That is, it seems to 
me, the ideal time., Those nominated do not 
take their seats until the next January. It is

PAINT ADULTERATION 


L. J Callanan, Who Will Ask In- 
quiry, Says It’s Colossal and 
Amazing. 


Paints are the next Subject which 
should receive attention in the process 
of exposing adulteration and fraud, says 
L, J. Callanan, of 4! Vesey street, who 
proposes to offer resolutions at meet- 
ings of commercial organizations, be- 
ginning with the New York Retail 
Grocers’ Union, of which he is an of. 
ficer. He favors state regulation of the 
paint trade, similar to the presént sue 
pervision of the food and drug busi- 
ness. 

“Colossal and amazing” are the words 
Mr. Callenan us¢s in telling of the ex- 
tent of the deception which he says he 
has discovered ir the sale of paints. 

“IT used to be surprised,” said Mr. Cal- 
lanan, ‘“‘at the changes that take place 
in the colors of raint after it has been 
on the walls, doors, and floors for a 
few days. Now I know. The secret ‘s 
that we buy supposed white lead, that 
has no white lead in it, but is a mixture 
of other materiais; linseed oll, that is 
largely fish oil; turpentine, of which the 
greater part is kerosene ofl; mineral 
green, that has »o true green, but cheap 
barytes and a little aniline dye.” 

Few ready-mixed paints, Mr. Callanan 
Says, are pure, and he says that he can 
corroborate this with proof that a friend 
of his, a chemist, will produce at the 
proper time. 

The adulteration {ts bad enough, he 
adds. but in addition some of the paints 
contain 24 per cent of water, thus car- 
rving fraud to the fullest extent. Short 
measure in liquid paints fs the rule, and 
full measure the exception, he charges, 
the average shortage being 12 1-2 per 
cent. In the so-called white lead the 
same condition exists, he says, the av-~ 
erage shortage being fourteen pounds 
to the hundred.

MILITARY ORDER 
SOON IN EFFECT 


Law Passed By General As- 
sembly Operative Oct. 1, 
1907. 


There has been received at the office 
of the adjutant general at the state 
capitol general order No. I1, which is 
a true and correct copy of the law re- 
cently enacted by the general assem- 
bly which brings the National 
Guard of Georgia up to the standard 
demanded by the Dick bill. 

It will be sent out to the various of- 
ficers of the state in order that they 
may observe and conform to it by the 
time the law becomes operative, Oc- 
tober 1, 1907. 

The law specifies that the adjutant 
general shall give all of his time and 
attention to his office and shall re- 
ceive an annual salary of $3,000. This 
is a deserved increase for Adjutant 
General Scott. In addition it pre- 
scribes that the number on the mili- 
tary staff~of the governor shall be 
limited to thirty, and further desig- 
nates whom are qualified to hold of- 
fice under this law. 

The governor is now at work on his 
list of aides. 

When the Georgia boys are thorough- 
ly in accord with this law as laid 
out in these orders there will be no 
finer body of troops in the country.

Since the going has grown so tight, 
Memphis has resurrected the Shreve- 
port forfeit matter and it is said in 
Blufftown that local legal opinion has 
it that President Kavanaugh had no 
authority under the Southern league 
constitution to order the forfeiture of 
the gwame to the Pirates on August 2, 
won by the Memphis team.
